Phar Lap, the wonder horse of 


the century, that crossed the ocean 
to participate in the races at Tan- 
foram against the nation’s finest, 
only to graze in a potsoned pasture 
at Menlo Park and die, comes back 


in spirit to gaze while his clans- 
men contest at Tanforan for the 
championship among those horses 
bred West of the Continental Di- 
vide next Saturday. 

The mounted body of Phar Lap 
will stand in silence tomorrow at 
the San Bruno track, while Amer- 
iea’s finest horses pull at the post 
and get ready to participate in the 
Pacific Coast Breeders Association 
Handicap, worth $5,000 added, and 
to be run over a course of six fur- 
longs. The race will be open to 
horses bred West of the Continent- 
al Divide. 

There was a time when Phar Lap 
had been groomed to participate in 
a similiar race at Tanforan, worth 
far more money, but the hand of 
fate. intervened, and death caused 
the foremost horse in the world to 
be scratched. However, if the life of 
a horse is an indication of the 
death of a horse, Phar Lap will see 
Saturday’s race, while his beauti- 
ful body stands mounted beside the 
oval at Tanforan.

“The development of the trust 
deed in Californ‘a has actually been 
responsible for a floog of millions of 
dollars used in improvements in this 
state, which have added, in turn, 
ons to our material wealth.” 

“Back of all this move to change 
the established practice seems a sel- 
fish motive. The initiative would 
require, if foreclosure became neces- 
sary, all instruments be taken to 
court, involving lawyers’ fees, court 
and other costs, as well as addition- 
al interest, against the owner’s prop- 
erty. Im some cases, because of 
court congestion the loss of time and 
expense might extend for at least 
two years.” 

Commenting on the claim that the 
measure would give a long time of 
redemption to the borrower in case 
of foreclosure, Mr. Weeden said un- 
der its provisions the borrower 
might be thrown into the streets 
within thirty days. The imitiative 
makes it mandatory for the court tc 
fix a rental value of the property, 
and if he holds his property the 
borrower has to pay rent. “If he 
cannot pay interest on the loan, hyw 
can he pay rent?” 

“Under the beed of trust the bor- 
fower has possession for at least 4 
mont!:s after défault and in practice 
ti is usually about six months. The 
lending agencies, never desiring 
ownership through foreclosure, but 
desiring only their interest, have 
in thousands of cases, during de- 
pression, carried loans for months, 
he said, 

“The right of redemption means 
little to the. borrower if he is thrown 
out of possession. The right to re- 
deem, without the right of pocsess- 
ion, has no practicai value. This 
could easily be employed as a means 
of oppression. The borrower's only 
hope would be to turn around and 
hite a lawyer. He cou'd hardiy do 
this if he does not have money 
enough to pay either interest or rent. 

“My belief is that should this de- 
structive initiative pass, it would 
take at least a generation to get 


back to our normal real estate de- 
velopmexit. 
its passage. I am against it and will 
fight it vigorously,” said Mr. Weed- 
en.

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HIGHWAY COMMISSION HAVING 
TROUBLE SPENDING THREE CENT TAX 


The present three-cent state tax 
on gasoline is buildingu p a large 
surplus on deposit with favored 
bank, despite the energetic efforts 
of the heads of the Highway Com- 
mission and the Department of 
Public Works to devise means of 
spending money. 

Every automobile owner in Cali- 
fornia is under unjust taxation to 
provide a huge fund for political 
disposition, even though its use is 
now confined to highway building 
and maintenance. The size of this 
state gasoline ta xfund and the 
widely known fact that only ex- 
travagance and waste can effect its 
disposition under law is simply 
placing temptation in the way of 
politicians at Sacramento to divert 
the fund to general political pur- 
poses and increase the tax from 
time to time to siford additional 
millions for plunder. 

An examination of the status of 
the budget of the Highway Com- 
mission at the present writing could 
not fail to shock the taxpayers. 
They would find that upward of 
thirty-seven million dollars had 
been allocated for various works, 
some of them entirely unnecessary, 


and that of this sum work orders, 
issued amount but to twenty mil-— 


lion dollars. There is absolutely no 
way to balance this huge budket 
except through authorization of 
xxpenditures that fall the 
classification of utter waste of pub- 
lic funds.

fund situation as it now 
justify the present rate of taxation. 
It would be difficult for the pay- 
roll patriots of which there are 
hundreds drawing ample 
ance from the gasoline tax fund, 
to present an argument in favor of 
mulecting the public to provide the 
large sumg necessary to keep them 
at their political jovs.

The 
Automobile Ownes Tax Reduction 
League is having a search made to 
bring before the public tke true 
facts surrounding the collection and 
expenditure of the state gasoline 
tax. This task is not an easy one, 
because the accounts are not kept 
with a view to pubiic information 
The search will be continued, how- 
ever, to completion and then the 
overburdened gasoline tax payers 
will find that there is no reason 
why the tax should not immediate- 
ly be reduced by one cent a gallon 
on gasoline or more and will more 
fuliy understand why the politic- 
ians are reaching out greedily to 
dip into the millions that are ac- 
cumulating and which the Highway 
Commission is unabie io expend 
without waste and extravagance. 
Every gallon of gasoline used by 
an automobile owner the state 
of California now carries a _ total 
tax of four cents—three cents for 
the state and one cent for federai 
tax. The state tav is excessive un- 
the circumstances and must be 
reduced to meet present conditions. 
The expenditure of thirty million 
dollars a year highway con- 
struction and maintenance in Cali- 
fornia, under the one-cent reduct- 
ion, is more than sufficient to keep 
this state in the lead in building 
and maintenance of good _ roads.

Printing History Traced 
By Mr. Jackson 


How printing has developed 
through the centuries was told by 
Mr. Hartley E. Jackson in his talk 
on “The History of Printing” before 
the Junior College Journalism class 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Mr. Jackson traced the history of 
printing, from the early days when 
block printing was used in China, 
up to the present day. He said 
“Printing from movable types was 
invented simultaneously in Europe 
by Gutenberg at Maierz, Germany, 
and by Coster at Harlem, Holland, 
about 1850. Within the next 50 
years there were 13,000 titles pro- 
duced. 


Small Books Used 

Among the important early print- 
ers referred to by Mr. Jackson, he 
gave much credit to Aldus Manu- 
thius, Christopher Plantin, and the 
Elzevier brothers for their work to- 
wards popularizing small books. Be- 
fore the time of these printers all 
bocks were exceedingly large.
